Procurement of Security Containers 


On 17 August, I contacted Ms. Marianna Cole, a GSA 
office furniture contracting officer. The purpose of the 
call was to discuss the possible acquisition by the Agency 
of a quantity of security containers (safes) that would exceed 
the maximum order limitation (MOL) of $25,000. In addition, 

I explained certain constraints that might be imposed upon 
us by Office of Security recommendations in respect to the 
type of safe we could procure.
